day. 
‘But when we have made due allowance for friction 


wna an gore of good land oan almost always work, 


of all sorts, it seems to us that the division of our 
time into three equal parts—ono for eleep, one for 
work, and s third for taking food, for reoreation, for 
study and intellectual, moral and spiritual improve- 
ment—Is a notural and benoficent allotment, oud that 
we ought to hope and strive for its realization. It 
csnnot be achioyed by marely wishing for it, nor by 
striking, nor by an act of Congress, nor in any suob 
slap-dash fashion. It is not to be achieved by the 
Yeboring clats (mistakenly ao distinguished) at tho 
expense of other classeay it involves time, and effort, 
and self-ssorifice, gnd o wise and pationt employment 
of means. Possibly, we may all have to accept less, 
and live more frugally, praning away expensive 
habits: yot tho end in view is so beneficent that 
its achievement oan hardly cost too much. If wo who 
are growing old may not realizo it, at least lot us hopo 
that oor ohildren will. For at present, inordinate 
drudgery, excessive application, sro general—quite as 
much go among those who haye 6 competence ss with 
the poor.

DEBT- PAVING. 

In Mr. Gladstone's recent speech upon the English 
budget, we find many suggestions that an American 
may read with profit. Itis very plaasant to find onr- 
solves constantly paraded before the vations by the 
first orators in the world as the prize boy at echool, 
evon if we do remomber not many sessions since 
when wo were tho one wicked boy among wicked 
voya, child of many hopes and proyers and oppor- 
tunities, going to tho bad irretrievably, and wasting 
the inboritance of a princo among stvine and goat- 
bords, Wo havo now tho anblimespreéminenco of 
haying the largest debt in the world, with the oxcep- 
tion of England’s; and, when we come to look at our, 
intorest tables, andreckon up the cost of the debt, even 
Jargor than England. For a man to be poor is not 
a rare attainment, To be poor with o million of 
dollars of debt, brings ronown in Wall-st. Accord- 
ing to Mr, Gladstone, there seems to be a spirit 
of emulation among nations as to which of thom 
svill reach the latter ominence first. During tho last 
twenty years partioularly, the Europeau nations baye 
managed to incur a debt of nbout $7,500,000,000. 
‘Tho English dobt has genorally beon considerod ons 
of tho fow oxisting typos of otornity. It is the one 
thing on this earth whioh seems to havo bad no be- 
ginning, and promises to bare no end. The debt now 
is $3,994,545,000—more than $8,000,000 less than in 
January, 1854, a period preceding tbe Crimean War. 
Vhig shows that in twelve years England has ropairod 
tho losses of the Russian war, and advanced anew 
toward economy: 

To thesRuszoll Ministry belongs tho rare orodit ot 
disavowing English traditions, and regarding the 
National debt aso responsibility which may be ter- 
minatod, and not aso law of nature, to the world with- 
out ead, England is now in tho posscesion of peculiar 
sources of wealth, and ifsho can oscape the standing

would never take place. England no lenger claims to 
sear the champivn belt of the world, Like the most 
(Of thoss brawny heroes, Johu Ball bas retired and set 
fp atavorn. If nations wont a bottle-holder or a ref- 
ore, ho is & rare old Boniface who will see fair play. 
But bis own bruises must be healed nd his own bills 
paid, and bis tavorn is open to all tho world, with 
entertainmont abundant for man and beast. 

While tho debt of England “as inoreased greatly 
in the last twenty years, her commerce has trebled. 
Divring the last twenty-five years it bos increased, 
until now—thauks, in a measure, to Liverpool pirates 
and Raphael Sermmos—it is largor than that of France 
and America combined. The cause of this is said to 
hyo the possession of mineral treasures, especially coal. 
England eam mine coal cheaper than any othor na- 
Lion, and she controls the industry and, consequently, 
the capital of the world. America has thirty-seven 
times the atonut of coal in Eagland, aud, in 9 bund- 
red yoars, according to Mr, Gladstone and Mr. Mill, 
the English supply will end. With that, event, the

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GERMANE AND ITALY. 

It is a singular illustration of the moral character 
of modern diplomacy that each of the three ‘great 
Powers which are now in Enrope on tho brink of war 
officially deolares that she is arming only for defe 
haying no intention whatever to make an aggr 
movement, and tbat,nevertheless, all Europe continues 
to believe war certain and inevitable. In addition 
to Austria aud Prnssia, which had previouely made 
this declaration, the Geyornment of Italy has now no- 
tified thabef France that she engeges not to atteck

Ifthe thive Governments lad that faith im their 
mutoal assurances whidh thrve individuals of aterling 
integrity would goverally be expected to haye in sim- 
ilar relations, there is no reason why they should: not 
now basten to end a disarmament which is extremely 
expensive and threatens at least two of thom With a 
national bankruptey.

INSULTING THE DEAD 
We print clsowhero a pretty full account of the 


ocourrcncca at Auguste, Ga., heretofore brielly 
noticed. On tho 26th of last month, tho Rebel 
women of that city wont {n procession to tho Ceme- 
tery to decorate with flowers tho graves of the Robol 
doad. Tho coremony wes mado 03 imposing as pum- 
bers and solomnity could make it, not less than three 
thousand persons Joining in tho rites, Side by side 
with the Rebels lay the Union dead, bat nobody bad 
a flowor for any of tho latter, The loyal women of 
Angnata, including the teachers of tho freedmon and 
many of tho colored women, mado an attempt to 
repair thia omiasion, ‘They arranged for a second 
procession, of which tho childreu in the Freednen’s 
schools were to form the principal portion, Southern 
chivalry took tho alarm at once. Tho Mayor of 
‘Angasta probibited the demonstration, summoned 6 
large force of polico, and barred tho gates of tbo 
Cemotery. Tho procession of women and children 
wore mot at tho gates by tho armed Rebel police, 
denied an entrance, and spito of entreaties, wore 
obliged to go home, unable to pay thia simple and 
touching tribato of rospeot to the Union dead. That 
ia Southorn chivalry, magnanimity and loyalty, all 
rolled into ono. 

It is humiliating {o be obliged to add that the re- 
fuzal of the Rebel Mayor to allow Union graves to be 
gorlanded with Gowers was austained by two Union 
oficers—by Gon. Bransan, commanding the District, 
and by Gen, Tillson, who is Commissioner of the 
Frocdmen’s Bureau for Georgia! These two 
officinla united in attempting to restrain the 
slight tribute, of respect to their furmer com- 
rades, on the ground that it would create ill 
fucling between the whites and tho blacks! It 
would be charitable to disbelieve thom capable of 
such an act, but both tho Robel and the 
Joyal accounts agree on thia point, and Gen. Bran- 
nan even regretting that he ad no troops at hand to 
prevent tho demonstration by force, While such 
officers command at the South, what reason is there 
to hope that the bitterness avd batred shown by the 
Robels will bo softened! What right havo we to 
demand that tbe Rebels shall respect a fog which 
Union Genorals combine to insult 


soUTH ANERIOA. 

It was goverally oxpected that the Spanish fleet, 
after bombarding Valparaiso, would pay visit to 
Callao, the principal port of Pern, and, nest to Val- 
paraiso, the most important commercial city of the 
Pacifio coast of South America, It was known that 
Porn had made much moro cfficient preparations of 
defonse than Chili, and that the Spaniards would, at 
least, not be allowed to bombard o defenseless city. 
This morning We publish an account of the bombard. 
ment of Callao, whic tool place on May 2, and which, 
as far as we can judgo from tho menger reports received, 
resulted in a decisive defeat of the Spaniards. Their 
iron-clad Numancia and their five frigates, Ville de 
Madrid, Almanza, Resolucion, Blanca and Berenguela, 
wore all more or less damaged, Commodore Nufiez 
cerionsly (according to s statement of the surgeon of 
tho Vanderbilt, mortally,) wounded, and finally tho 
cutire fleet, after a loss of 300 in killed and wounded, 
compelled to return to. its anchorage off the point 
of San Lorenzo. The loss of the Peruvians is said to 
bave been yery small, and the City of Callao to have 
snatained no damage whatever. 

Onr Panama correspondent saya that the Pan- 
‘amefios wera almost crazy for joy over that result. 
Tho next mail from Penama will bring us the same 
news from all South America where the excitement 
against the Spaniards is becoming most intense. 
Throughout the United States a great and sincere 
joy will bo felt at the result, for all political parties 
of our country agree in eympathizing in this war with 
the South Americans, Even Europe will think that 
the Spaniards haye been served right, for popular 
opinion in every country has taken side ageinst Spain. 

We shall have to wait for another arrival from 

Panama in order to become fully acquainted with all 
tho details and the probable consequonces of the cn- 
gagement, bnt we already know enough to deem it 
safe to say that the issue of the contest will prove 
‘a very serious blow to Spain. The hope to compel 
tho allics to mako an offer for compromise and thus 
to end @ ruinons war bas again vanished, The ex- 
ample of Peru has shown the Governments and the 
peoples of the allied States the importance of con- 
centrating their efforts for the strengthening of the de- 
fonses of their ports and for the increase of their navies. 
In both respeots they may benow expected to improve 
steadily. Tho two now Peruvian iron-clads, Huescar 
and Independencia, were expected to join the allied 
floot in the’course of April. Other additions to the 
figet are likewise soon to be made, If tho war should 
be protraoted, several of the other Republica may yot 
bo oxpected to Join the alliance. President Mosquera 
in supposed to favor euch o step,’ aud ho 
bas bought, while in England, four war vessela and 
large quantities of ammunition, In Veneancla, pop- 
ular sentiment expressed itself most decidedly in‘favor 
of the alliance, and it was hoped that Congress would 
decid in favor of it, after the arrival at the capital of 
Marshal Balcon, the late President. Even tho Presi- 
dent of the Argentino Republio, Mitro, whom Chilian 
popers had represented as, at least, indifferent to the 
cause of union, bus declared that he las been mis- 
represented, and that the continuance of the Para 
guayan war {a the ouly ouuse for his non-partioipation 
in the struggle. 
* ‘Whilo all these circumstances point to a probably 
larger increase of the forces of the Allies than that of 
tho forces of the Spaniards, the continuance of the 
war greatly promotes the idea of 8 permanent union 
of the South Amorioan republics. The most important 
atop yet taken toward this end is e proclamation by 
President Melgarejo, of Bolivia, one of the most oner- 
gotio promoters of the ides ofa union, conferring the 
right of citizenship upon natives of other South Amer- 
joan States who reside in Bolivia. It‘is belioved that 
goon on attompt will be made to unite all the repub- 
lics of South and Central America in 6 confederucy 
shaped after that or Gormany.

—Wo do not doubt the truth of this ploturo as it 
presents itself to the ex-Rebel mind. It is “a nui- 
sance" to haye strangers telling those who bayo for 
forty yeara dono your work for notbing but the 
coarsest food and clothes, that they ought to be paid 
for thoir labor, ought not to be Nayed with a cowhide 
at your disoretion, and ought to bo accounted as good 
as you are, so long a8 they behave as well We do 
not bolieve the gennino Southron will ever got so 
used to this as toslike it; and wo would n't bave bim 
auch ahypoorite os to protead to like it when he 
does n't.

Why should it not bo matually scceptablot? Just 
agree among yourselves, and professional friends of 
the freedman will henceforth bo out of business. 
Equal Rights is the true antidote for equal rights 
journals; and thero isn't a negro in all the South 
willing to give bis "postal currency” for tho romoval 
of grievances which no longer exist. Why not give 
this cimplo, sovercign remody for the doprocated 
“nuisance” a fair trial?
